It « ordered. That the Map Order, so called, pertaining to steam 
railway carriers, made and entered by the Commission under date of 

' 1 " > 1 ' U ’ ttnd 11 1S hereby, modified and supplemented 

as follows: 

The third paragraph shall be changed to road: 

It is further ordered , That every steam railway carrier prepare 
complete maps and profiles of its property as the property exists on 
the date as ot which it shall be valued by the Commission, of which 
date the carrier shall receive from the Commission, in writing, six 
months notice, and that the carrier shall lilo such maps and profiles 
in the office of the Commission within 30 days after such date of 
valuation : Provided, however, That, so far as notice is concerned, this 
order shall not apply to carriers whose property is now being valued 
by the Commission, or to carriers who have heretofore received notice 
from the Commission of the date upon which such valuation will be 
begun. 

The fourth paragraph shall be changed to read : 

It is further ordered , That maps and profiles of extensions and 
improvements, or other changes made after the date of valuation, 
shall be prepared and furnished to the Commission within six months 
after the extension or improvement or other change has been made.
